by the victorious PrussiubB. What was tbe 
explanation of tbo eztraordioary mill ury 
phonoiiiena which bad startled tba whole 
worlilin'H, VVhy, simply lliat iho Prusf- 
laiiH eon ' liv.jd t ) fia vo umi itiiiu and a bal', 
and Bometim s t>vo to 000, oo nearly every 
bat'.ls held where tbey mot tbeir eoemies. 
vVtioiher they wore be'tar prepared, whether 
ibeir oombiaations wero more sciduliQc, or 
tbeir strategy was more perfect may tio a 
matter ol couirovcr.''y ; but e.^ tar as bo had
